Mr.  President,  it  is  a  privilege  to  present  for  the  Milton  Stover  Eisenhower 
Medal  for  Distinguished  Service,  Dr.  Helen  Brooke  Taussig.  The  world  knows 
Dr.  Taussig  as  the  First  Lady  of  Cardiology  and  we  know  her  as  the  First  Lady 
of  Hopkins  Medicine.  Dr.  Taussig's  place  of  honor  in  the  history  of  modern 
medicine  rests  upon  her  record  of  achievement  in  pediatric  cardiology. 

The  impact  of  her  career  on  medicine  can  be  appreciated  by  comparing 
the  state  of  cardiology  today  with  that  which  existed  prior  to  1945.  At  that 
time,  congenital  heart  disease  had  been  studied  by  anatomists,  pathologists,  and 
embryologists;  but  clinicians  were  not  involved  because  there  was  no  possibility 
of  therapy.  Conditions  were  described,  cataloged,  and  specimens  stored  in 
museums,  but  unfortunately,  the  suffering  which  resulted  from  the  abnormalities 
of  the  heart  could  not  be  alleviated. 

Dr.  Taussig  and  Dr.  Alfred  Blalock  saw  the  potential  for  surgical  correc- 
tion of  a  specific  type  of  congenital  heart  disease  and  with  keen  physiological 
insight  devised  an  operation,  perfected  it  in  the  animal  laboratory,  and  applied 
it  to  thousands  of  "  blue  babies." 

Her  role  in  the  restoration  of  a  healthy  life  to  many  children  is,  of  course, 
reason  enough  to  honor  Helen  Taussig,  but  there  is  more.  The  advent  of  this 
operative  procedure  which  bears  her  name  provided  the  impetus  for  the  develop- 
ment of  a  number  of  new  diagnostic  and  therapeutic  techniques.  Cardiac 
catheterization,  which  had  been  used  only  as  a  tool  for  physiological  investiga- 
tion, became  a  tool  for  diagnosis.  Once  cardiac  surgeons  realized  that  one  form 
of  congenital  heart  disease  could  be  repaired,  they  directed  their  attention  to 
other  defects.  The  understanding  of  the  pathophysiology  of  congenital  heart 
defects  and  especially  of  the  role  of  the  pulmonary  circulation  in  the  pathogenesis 
of  cyanotic  abnormalities  paved  the  way  for  open  heart  surgery  using  the  heart- 
lung  machine. 

The  astounding  progress  of  cardiac  surgery  in  the  last  thirty  years  began 
with  Taussig  and  Blalock.  Their  initial  target  was  one  relatively  rare  congenital 
anomaly,  but  the  sequence  they  initiated  has  led  to  a  situation  far  better  than 
that  which  existed  prior  to  1945.  In  1976  it  is  possible  to  say  that  almost  all 
congenital  anomalies  of  the  heart  and  blood  vessels  can  be  corrected  in  early 
life  and  congenital  heart  disease  beyond  infancy  is  a  rare  disease. 

Dr.  Taussig  might  never  have  come  to  Johns  Hopkins  at  all  if  the  move- 
ment for  equal  rights  for  women  had  begun  earlier.  She  applied  for  admission 
to  the  Harvard  School  of  Public  Health,  but  learned  that  as  a  woman  she  could 
take  courses  but  could  not  be  a  candidate  for  a  degree.  She  started  her  medical 
education  at  Boston  University  and  finished  at  Johns  Hopkins,  receiving  her 
M.  D.  degree  in  1927. 


She  was  one  of  the  first  women  to  be  named  a  full  professor  on  the  Johns 
Hopkins  Medical  Faculty  and  was  also  the  first  woman  president  of  the  American 
Heart  Association. 

The  list  of  awards  fills  three  pages  in  her  curriculum  vitae.  To  mention 
but  a  few:  Women's  National  Press  Club  Award,  the  Passano  Award,  the  Albert 
Lasker  Award,  and  the  James  B.  Herrick  Award  of  the  American  Heart  Associa- 
tion. She  is  also  a  member  of  the  National  Academy  of  Sciences  and  the  American 
Philosophical  Society.  More  important  than  the  scientific  achievements  and 
awards  which  she  has  earned  is  the  love  which  this  warm,  very  human  woman 
has  received  from  her  patients,  colleagues,  and  students. 

Mr.  President,  it  is  a  privilege  to  present  Helen  Brooke  Taussig  for  the 
Milton  Stover  Eisenhower  Medal  for  Distinguished  Service. 


JOHNS  HOPKINS  SOCIETY  OF  SCHOLARS 

The  Johns  Hopkins  Society  of  Scholars  was  created  on  the  recommendation 
of  former  President  Milton  S.  Eisenhower  and  approved  by  action  of  the  Uni- 
versity Board  of  Trustees  on  May  1,  1967.  The  Society— the  first  of  its  kind  in 
the  nation— inducts  former  postdoctoral  fellows  at  Johns  Hopkins  who  have 
gained  marked  distinction  in  their  fields  of  physical,  biological,  medical,  social 
or  engineering  sciences  or  the  humanities,  and  for  whom  at  least  five  years  have 
elapsed  since  their  postdoctoral  work.  The  Committee  of  the  Johns  Hopkins 
Society  of  Scholars,  whose  members  are  equally  distributed  among  the  academic 
divisions,  elects  the  Scholars  from  the  candidates  nominated  by  the  academic 
divisions  having  programs  for  postdoctoral  fellows.  Each  division  has  the  priv- 
ilege of  nominating  up  to  three  candidates  for  each  election  year.  The  Scholars 
are  invested  during  the  graduation  ceremony,  the  Commemoration  Day  ceremony, 
or  on  some  similar  occasion  and  are  presented  with  a  diploma  and  a  medallion 
with  black  and  gold  ribbon  to  be  worn  around  the  neck  with  their  academic 
costume. 

Today  we  honor  nine  new  members  who  have  been  elected  this  year  to 
the  Johns  Hopkins  Society  of  Scholars: 

Dr.  Leroy  E.  Burney  was  appointed  in  1956  by  President  Dwight  D.  Eisen- 
hower as  Surgeon  General  of  the  United  States  Public  Health  Service,  a  position 
in  which  he  served  with  great  distinction.  Dr.  Burney  was  a  postdoctoral  fellow 
in  1931-32  at  the  Johns  Hopkins  School  of  Hygiene  and  Public  Health.  He  has 
conducted  important  research  on  venereal  disease,  served  a  term  as  president 
of  the  World  Health  Assembly,  and  was  appointed  in  1961  as  vice  president  for 
health  services  at  Temple  University.  Since  1970,  he  has  served  as  president 
of  the  Milbank  Memorial  Fund  in  New  York,  where  he  continues  to  have 
a  major  influence  on  public  health  education  throughout  the  United  States  and 
abroad. 

Dr.  Jackson  I.  Cope  was  educated  at  the  University  of  Illinois  and  The 
Johns  Hopkins  University,  where  he  received  a  Ph.  D.  in  English  in  1952.  He 
was  a  postdoctoral  fellow  in  the  Department  of  English  at  Johns  Hopkins  in 
1954  and  1955,  and  then  taught  at  Washington  University,  Rice  University 
and  Johns  Hopkins.  Distinguished  as  a  scholar  and  teacher,  Professor  Cope  has 
led  the  study  of  17th-century  prose,  of  Milton,  and  of  Renaissance  drama  into 
fruitful  new  channels  by  his  creative  application  of  the  History  of  Ideas 
methodology.  Now  he  has  turned  to  the  works  of  James  Joyce,  and  is  enhancing 
our  grasp  of  the  connection  between  modern  literature  and  our  cultural  tra- 
dition. He  is  currently  the  Leo  S.  Bing  Professor  of  English  at  the  University 
of  Southern  California. 

Dr.  Jacques  Genest,  a  native  of  Canada,  was  trained  at  the  University  of 
Montreal  and  from  1945  to  1948  was  a  research  fellow  in  renal  physiology  at 
the  Johns  Hopkins  School  of  Medicine.  Dr.  Genest's  main  contributions  to 
research  pertain  to  the  humoral  mechanisms  of  hypertension.  He  has  been 
called  the  leader  of  Canadian  clinical  investigation  and  is  one  of  the  most 
dynamic  forces  in  the  modernization  of  French-Canadian  medicine.  Dr.  Genest 
is  currently  professor  of  medicine  at  the  University  of  Montreal  and  scientific 
director  of  the  Clinical  Research  Institute  of  Montreal. 

Dr.  Michael  Kammen  was  educated  at  George  Washington  University  and 
Harvard  University,  and  did  postdoctoral  work  in  1968-69  in  the  Department 
of  History  and  the  Humanities  Center  at  Johns  Hopkins.  A  prolific  scholar  and 
leading  authority  on  early  American  history,  he  won  the   1973  Pulitzer  Prize 


in  history  for  a  book  which  advances  a  new  interpretation  of  the  character  of 
American  culture.  His  more  recent  narrative  history  of  New  York  in  the  17th 
and  18th  centuries  has  been  hailed  by  the  president  of  the  American  Historical 
Association  as  a  "  brilliant  synthesis  of  a  highly  complex  society."  Dr.  Kammen 
is  currently  the  Newton  C.  Fair  Professor  of  American  History  and  Culture 
and  chairman  of  the  Department  of  History  at  Cornell  University. 

Dr.  Fritz  K.  Kneubiihl,  a  native  of  Switzerland,  was  educated  in  that 
country  and  in  Great  Britain.  In  1959  and  1960,  he  was  a  postdoctoral  fellow 
in  the  Department  of  Physics  at  Johns  Hopkins  where  he  also  was  associated 
with  Professor  Walter  S.  Koski  in  the  Department  of  Chemistry.  Today,  Dr. 
Kneubiihl  is  professor  of  infrared  physics  in  the  Solid  State  Physics  Laboratory 
of  the  Swiss  Federal  Institute  of  Technology,  where  he  has  developed  a  re- 
markably productive  research  group.  One  of  the  world's  principal  researchers 
in  microwave  and  submillimeter  radiation  physics,  he  has  especially  pioneered 
in  studying  the  physical  and  chemical  effects  of  the  longest  wavelength  laser 
on  matter. 

Dr.  Seiichi  Matsumoto,  of  Japan,  received  his  medical  training  at  Kyoto 
University.  He  was  a  postdoctoral  fellow  in  1961-62  in  the  Department  of 
Pathobiology  at  the  Johns  Hopkins  School  of  Hygiene  and  Public  Health,  where 
he  studied  the  morphological  development  of  viruses  in  cells  using  the  recently 
developed  techniques  of  electron  microscopy.  He  undertook  an  exhausting  search 
for  rabies  virus  and  its  relationship  to  the  diagnostic  Negri  body  of  the  infected 
brain.  In  later  years,  he  has  become  an  authority  on  basic  problems  of  rabies. 
Dr.  Matsumoto  is  currently  a  professor  in  the  Institute  for  Virus  Research  at 
Kyoto  University. 

Dr.  Henry  G.  Schwartz  received  his  undergraduate  training  at  Princeton 
University  and  his  medical  degree  from  The  Johns  Hopkins  University.  In  1932 
and  1933  he  was  a  house  officer  in  surgery  at  The  Johns  Hopkins  Hospital.  Dr. 
Schwartz  was  among  the  first  neurosurgeons  to  record  electric  impulses  from  the 
surface  of  the  brain  and  develop  methods  for  control  of  pain  in  cancer.  As 
head  of  neurosurgery  for  the  past  28  years  at  the  Washington  University  School 
of  Medicine  in  St.  Louis,  he  has  had  a  profound  influence  on  neurological  re- 
search and  practice  in  the  United  States.  He  is  currently  the  August  A.  Busch 
Jr.  Professor  of  Neurological  Surgery  at  Washington  University. 

Dr.  Milton  Terris  received  his  undergraduate  degree  from  Columbia  Uni- 
versity and  his  medical  training  at  New  York  University.  In  1943-44,  he  did 
postdoctoral  work  at  the  Johns  Hopkins  School  of  Hygiene  and  Public  Health, 
where  he  was  awarded  a  Master  of  Public  Health  degree.  There  are  few  in- 
dividuals who  have  contributed  to  so  many  diverse  areas  of  concern  in  the  field 
and  practice  of  public  health.  He  was  among  the  first  to  realize  the  importance 
in  gaining  knowledge  of  the  epidemiology  of  chronic  diseases,  and  he  was  a 
pioneer  in  the  study  of  the  organization  of  health  care  services.  A  past  president 
of  the  American  Public  Health  Association,  he  is  currently  chairman  of  the 
Department  of  Community  and  Preventive  Medicine  at  New  York  Medical 
College. 

Dr.  David  Weatherall,  a  native  of  Great  Britain,  was  trained  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Liverpool  and  from  1960  to  1962  was  a  fellow  in  the  Department  of 
Medicine  at  Johns  Hopkins.  Throughout  his  distinguished  career  his  research 
has  been  devoted  to  gaining  a  better  understanding  of  the  basic  abnormalities 
in  certain  diseases  of  the  blood— especially  thalassemia,  which  is  a  common 
medical  problem  in  some  parts  of  the  world.  Dr.  Weatherall  is  currently  the 
Nuffield  Professor  of  Clinical  Medicine  at  Oxford  University,  one  of  England's 
most  prestigious  medical  posts.

Mr.  President,  it  is  most  fitting  that  during  this  special  year  of  celebration, 
The  Johns  Hopkins  University  should  honor  Gregory  Breit,  a  man  who  has 
been  called  the  greatest  living  physicist  representative  of  the  Hopkins  name  and 
tradition  in  that  science. 

After  coming  to  this  country  from  his  native  Russia,  Dr.  Breit  earned  a 
bachelor's,  master's  and  doctor's  degree  at  this  institution,  completing  that  se- 
quence 55  years  ago!  He  returned  to  Hopkins  early  in  World  War  II  to  work 
on  the  proximity  fuze  that  helped  to  shorten  the  war  and  bring  victory  to  the 
Allied  cause.  Through  personal  friendships  and  professional  contacts,  he  has 
maintained  a  closeness  to  this  institution  throughout  his  career. 

In  that  career,  which  spans  more  than  half  the  history  of  this  University, 
Dr.  Breit  was  the  author  or  coauthor  of  more  than  250  scientific  papers.  He  also 
wrote  much  of,  and  edited  all  of  one  volume  in  the  prestigious  series,  the 
Handbuch  der  Physik.  This  prodigious  output  prompted  a  remark  by  Nobel 
Laureate  I.  I.  Rabi  at  a  tribute  to  Dr.  Breit  when  he  retired  from  Yale  eight 
years  ago.  Dr.  Rabi  said  he  hoped  that  Gregory  would  slow  down  a  bit  now; 
it  was  hard  enough  on  his  contemporaries  to  face  this  dedication  to  physics 
and  the  competition  it  meant,  but  for  younger  physicists,  his  formidable  output 
was  nothing  less  than  intimidating. 

Gregory  Breit  is  one  of  the  pioneers  in  nuclear  physics  in  America,  having 
contributed  the  basic  ideas  involved  in  nuclear  resonance  reactions  and  nucleon- 
nucleon  interaction.  Out  of  his  theoretical  studies  have  come  applications  of 
enormous  practical  importance.  In  the  mid-1920's,  working  at  the  Carnegie 
Institution,  he  devised  an  experiment  to  investigate  the  existence  of  the  then- 
postulated  ionized  layer  of  the  earth's  atmosphere.  Working  with  Merle  Tuve, 
another  of  Johns  Hopkins'  leading  physicists,  he  proved  the  existence  of  the 
ionized  layer  in  the  upper  atmosphere  by  using  reflected  radio  signals.  The 
design  of  these  experiments  allowed  measurement  of  a  fundamental  constant 
of  astrophysics— the  electron  density  of  the  ionosphere.  This  was  also  a  basic 
contribution  to  the  development  of  radar. 

Research  in  resonance  scattering  has  been  a  tradition  at  Johns  Hopkins  from 
the  time  of  the  discovery  of  light  scattering  from  a  saturated  sodium  vapor.  Dr. 
Breit,  working  with  Eugene  P.  Wigner,  developed  the  central  theory  for  resonance 
scattering  for  nuclear  interactions.  The  fundamental  Breit-Wigner  formula  has 
been  used  to  establish  properties  of  many  of  the  states  of  both  nuclei  and  sub- 
nuclear  systems.  He  also  contributed  to  many  technical  developments  during 
World  War  II  without  sacrifice  of  his  own  humane  values,  thereby  establishing 
for  physicists  in  America  a  focal  point  of  conscience  and  concern. 

For  his  long  service  to  science  and  society,  Dr.  Breit  has  been  awarded 
the  Franklin  Medal,  the  National  Medal  of  Science  and  the  Bonner  Prize  in 
Nuclear  Physics  from  the  American  Physical  Society.  He  is  the  only  Hopkins- 
trained  physicist  to  receive  all  three  of  these  distinguished  awards. 

Mr.  President,  it  is  a  privilege  to  welcome  him  back  to  Johns  Hopkins 
today  and  to  add  to  his  well-deserved  honors  his  fourth  degree  from  this  insti- 
tution, the  honorary  Doctor  of  Laws. 
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Mr.  President,  it  is  with  great  pride  that  I  present  Vivien  Thomas,  a  man 
who,  in  the  finest  tradition  of  medicine  at  Johns  Hopkins,  has  richly  enhanced 
the  stature  of  the  surgical  technician. 

Mr.  Thomas'  ambition  when  he  entered  college  was  to  become  a  physician, 
but  financial  difficulties  brought  on  by  the  crash  of  1929  forced  him  to  leave  in  his 
freshman  year.  By  a  fortunate  circumstance,  he  then  answered  an  advertisement 
for  a  laboratory  assistant  at  the  Vanderbilt  University  School  of  Medicine.  He 
was  hired  for  the  job  and  went  to  work  for  a  young  surgeon  named  Alfred 
Blalock. 

Dr.  Blalock  quickly  recognized  that  Mr.  Thomas  had  unusual  skills,  and 
taught  him  to  carry  out  complex  vascular  and  thoracic  operations  on  laboratory 
animals.  Mr.  Thomas  also  learned  to  perform  and  to  calculate  the  chemical 
determinations  needed  for  experiments  and  to  keep  clear  and  precise  protocols 
and  records.  His  extraordinary  manual  skills  became  known  throughout  the 
school,  and  in  short  order,  he  earned  a  reputation  as  an  outstanding  surgical 
assistant  and  research  associate,  contributing  ideas  as  well  as  operative  and 
manipulative  techniques. 

When  Dr.  Blalock  came  to  Johns  Hopkins  as  chairman  of  the  Department 
of  Surgery  in  1941,  Mr.  Thomas  came  with  him.  While  the  famous  Hunterian 
Laboratory  was  nominally  run  by  a  member  of  the  full-time  staff,  it  was  in  fact 
run  by  Vivien  Thomas  under  Dr.  Blalock's  direction. 

During  his  years  at  Johns  Hopkins,  Mr.  Thomas  played  a  vital  role  in  the 
training  of  many  young  surgeons,  introducing  them  to  the  intricacies  of  experi- 
mental vascular  surgery.  Virtually  every  would-be  surgeon  who  passed  through 
Hopkins  came  under  his  watchful  eye  in  the  laboratory— Denton  Cooley,  Rollins 
Hanlon,  and  among  our  immediate  colleagues,  J.  Alex  Haller,  and  George 
Zuidema,  to  name  but  a  few. 

Perhaps  the  high  point  of  Vivien  Thomas'  career  came  in  November,  1944, 
when  Dr.  Blalock  and  Dr.  Helen  Taussig  performed  the  first  "  blue  baby " 
operation.  Mr.  Thomas  had  done  much  of  the  experimental  work  with  animals 
that  led  to  that  historic  moment,  and  he  stood  behind  Dr.  Blalock  as  the  operation 
proceeded,  offering  suggestions  and  answering  questions  put  to  him  by  Dr. 
Blalock. 

In  1969,  a  group  of  the  "  Old  Hands"— former  Halsted  residents— decided 
to  honor  Mr.  Thomas  by  having  his  portrait  painted  for  presentation  to  the  Uni- 
versity and  Hospital.  At  the  formal  presentation  on  February  27,  1971,  the  prin- 
cipal address  was  given  by  Dr.  Hanlon,  then  director  of  the  American  College 
of  Surgeons.  In  it,  Dr.  Hanlon  said  of  Mr.  Thomas:  "  From  him  I  learned  the 
valuable  surgical  lesson  that  experimental  procedures  which  seemed  nearly  im- 
possible to  execute  when  first  tried  might  ultimately  be  performed  with  ridiculous 
ease  and  economy  of  time  and  assistants,  after  the  separate  steps  had  been  mas- 
tered fully.  .  .  .  Vivien  Thomas  was  and  is  a  technician  in  the  finest  sense  of  that 
term,  as  all  well-rounded  surgeons  must  be  technicians."  The  portrait  of  Vivien 
Thomas  hangs  today  in  The  Johns  Hopkins  Hospital  beside  that  of  Alfred 
Blalock. 

Mr.  President,  it  is  a  great  pleasure  to  present  Vivien  Thomas  for  the 
degree  of  Doctor  of  Laws.

Mr.  President,  it  is  an  honor  to  introduce  Dr.  Lewis  Thomas,  an  out- 
standing leader  of  American  medicine,  an  accomplished  scientist  and  a  humanist 
who  has  demonstrated  repeatedly  his  concern  for  man's  place  in  the  biological 
world. 

As  president  and  chief  executive  officer  of  the  Memorial  Sloan-Kettering 
Cancer  Institute  in  New  York  City,  Dr.  Thomas  leads  one  of  the  world's  fore- 
most institutions  in  the  field  of  cancer  research.  This  is  but  the  latest  in  a  series 
of  significant  steps  in  his  career— part  of  which  was  spent  at  Johns  Hopkins— 
that  has  added  much  to  our  understanding  of  a  variety  of  serious  diseases  that 
have  long  plagued  mankind. 

Soon  after  his  graduation  from  Harvard  Medical  School  in  1937,  it  be- 
came apparent  that  Dr.  Thomas  was  not  to  be  a  physican  in  the  conventional 
mold,  for  already  emerging  was  a  basic  interest  in  the  discovery  of  new  knowledge. 
His  research  in  meningitis  at  Harvard  was  interrupted  by  World  War  II  service 
in  the  Naval  Reserve,  which  in  turn  led  to  studies  of  encephalitis  on  Guam  and 
Okinawa.  After  the  war  he  joined  the  Johns  Hopkins  School  of  Medicine  as 
assistant  professor  of  pediatrics,  and  undertook  research  on  rheumatic  fever. 
He  also  served  as  director  of  the  bacteriology  laboratory  at  The  Johns  Hopkins 
Hospital. 

A  succession  of  research  and  teaching  positions  followed  at  Tulane  Uni- 
versity, the  University  of  Minnesota,  and  the  New  York  University  Bellevue 
Medical  Center,  culminating  in  his  appointment  as  dean  of  the  New  York 
University  School  of  Medicine  in  1966.  He  continued  his  research  on  rheumatic 
fever,  and  his  experiments  opened  entirely  new  areas  of  inquiry  into  the  means 
by  which  living  things  resist  disease  and  injury,  and  into  the  effects  of  certain 
chemicals  on  body  tissue. 

In  1972,  Dr.  Thomas  accepted  the  deanship  of  the  Yale  University  School 
of  Medicine.  He  also  served  as  chairman  of  a  National  Academy  of  Sciences 
committee  set  up  to  evaluate  the  planned  federal  campaign  authorized  by  the 
National  Cancer  Act.  Early  in  the  following  year,  he  was  offered  the  position 
he  holds  today  at  Sloan-Kettering,  based  primarily  on  the  trustees'  desire  for 
a  man  of  broad  vision  and  wide-ranging  scientific  interests. 

An  entirely  new  dimension  of  Dr.  Thomas'  accomplishments  emerged  in 
1974  when  a  collection  of  essays  he  had  written  over  a  period  of  several  years 
was  published  in  book  form,  titled  The  Lives  of  a  Cell.  It  was  reviewed  favorably, 
won  the  1975  National  Book  Award  in  the  Arts  and  Letters  category,  and  is  still 
in  heavy  demand. 

Dr.  Thomas  is  a  member  or  fellow  of  more  than  two  dozen  professional 
organizations,  including  the  National  Academy  of  Sciences,  the  American 
Academy  of  Arts  and  Sciences,  the  Institute  of  Medicine  and  the  Association 
of  American  Physicians.  He  has  served  as  a  consultant  to  the  Surgeon  General 
of  the  United  States,  the  Veterans  Administration  and  the  United  States  Public 
Health  Service.  He  serves  on  the  editorial  boards  of  the  American  Journal  of 
Pathology,  the  Journal  of  Medicine  and  Philosophy,  among  others. 

Mr.  President,  it  is  a  great  pleasure  to  welcome  Dr.  Lewis  Thomas  back  to 
Johns  Hopkins  for  this  centennial  commencement,  and  to  present  him  as  a  can- 
didate for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Laws. 


THE  UNIVERSITY  MACE 

The  University  Mace  carried  by  the 
Chief  Marshal,  Professor  Richard  A.  Macksey,  was  first  used  at  the  1954  Com- 
memoration Day  Exercises.  Eight  symbols  are  hand  wrought  in  sterling  silver 
on  an  ebony  staff.  The  symbols  represent  man's  cultural  development  from 
ancient  times,  through  the  Middle  Ages  and  the  Renaissance,  to  the  modern  era. 


THE  PRESIDENTAL  INSIGNIA 

University  President  Steven  Muller  is 
wearing  the  Presidential  Insignia  signifying  the  authority  vested  in  the  President 
by  the  Board  of  Trustees.  It  is  a  chain  of  sterling  silver  links  worn  around  the 
neck.  Portraits  of  each  of  the  ten  Johns  Hopkins  University  Presidents  are  en- 
graved on  the  faces  of  ten  of  the  links.  On  the  reverse  are  engraved  the  names 
and  dates  of  office  of  each  President.  Ten  blank  links  for  future  use  are  included. 
The  University  Seal  completes  the  design. 


ACADEMIC  DRESS 

The  custom  of  wearing  academic  dress 
stems  from  the  Middle  Ages,  when  scholars  were  also  clerics  and  wore  the  costume 
of  their  monastic  order.  The  hood  was  originally  a  cowl  attached  to  the  gown, 
which  could  be  slipped  over  the  head  for  warmth.  The  cap  was  originally  round, 
but  has  changed  to  the  varieties  that  we  see  today. 

The  gown  varies  for  the  respective  de- 
grees. The  Bachelor's  gown  is  worn  closed  and  can  be  distinguished  by  its  long, 
pointed  sleeves.  The  Master's  gown  is  designed  to  be  open  with  the  arms  worn 
through  the  slits  in  the  elbows  of  the  sleeves.  The  Doctor's  gown,  also  worn  open, 
has  full,  bell-shaped  sleeves  with  three  horizontal  bars  stitched  across  the  upper 
arm.  There  is  a  velvet  panel  draped  around  the  neck  and  stitched  down  the  front 
edges.  This  velvet  trimming  may  be  either  black  or  the  same  color  as  the  velvet 
border  of  the  hood. 

The  hood  also  varies  for  the  respective 
degrees.  The  Bachelor's  and  Master's  hoods  are  of  the  same  design,  pointed  at 
the  base.  The  Bachelor's  hood  is  three  feet  long;  the  Master's  hood  is  three  and 
one  half  feet  long.  The  Doctor's  hood  is  four  feet  long,  of  fuller  shape  and 
rounded  at  the  base. 

The  hood  is  bordered  with  velvet,  the 
color  of  which  indicates  the  field  of  study  in  which  the  degree  was  earned:

The  silk  lining  of  the  hood  represents 
the  institution  which  granted  the  degree.  If  more  than  one  degree  is  held,  the 
gown  and  hood  of  the  higher  or  highest  degree  is  worn.  The  Johns  Hopkins 
University  has  adopted  an  alternative  costume  to  be  used  by  all  holding  Johns 
Hopkins  doctoral  degrees,  both  earned  and  honorary.  The  costume  consists 
of  a  gold  robe  with  front  and  side  panels  in  sable  velvet  and  a  six-sided  Dutch 
academic  cap  with  gold  sweatband  and  tassel.  The  linings  seen  in  today's 
academic  procession  may  include:
